According to Druffel’s account, using pseudonyms to protect privacy. Mrs. V.K., who 
lives in Southern California, had reported numerous encounters with “entities” from 1987 
through 1991. These included “invasion of her home by a short, white-skinned entity who 
awakened her from sleep and reportedly performed some type of invasive gynecological 
prosedure in January 1988. The next day, she and ber husband reported finding a 13-f1. dia. 
circle of burned grass io their backyard. Her husband reported a nighttime visit by two 
entities and he reported feeling paralyzed. Their four-year old son reported a nighttime visit 
by entities and recalled ‘trips on spacecraft.” After these experiences, Mrs. V.K. said she felt 
an “unexplained desire” tu have a second child, even though she and her husband had earlier 
agreed oot to because of their ages.

Fernandez, a chiropractor and Dr. Richard Neal, an | in obstericign® As a result, Mrs. V.K. joined one 


of Houkings’ “self ela for abductees" groups, according to Druffel. "By the time her J989 pregnancy 
fermingiea in what seemed to her a totally mysterious Jashion, she had read several books on the 
subject and wos aware of other ‘abductees’ who hud reported ‘missing fetuses,” according t¢ 
Druffel’s article in the MUFON UFO Journal. ;

in date January 1989, Mrs. V.K. learsced that she was pregnant aud a month later, ber 
ebsietrician, "E)-. Levine, weriormed an ultrasonte ssn of the fetus ved assured her that 
“everything was fre. Bur rs fate March, whee ho performec another ultiasonic scaa, he 
caformed Mrs. V¥.8&.be could not detect amy cardivvascular activity in ‘he fetus, prompting bim 
to send ber te Or. Holand,” a perinatologist whv iatermed her tna: the fetus was dead. Mrs. 
\.K.immediately went to the aospital so Dr. Levine could remove the fetus. Later, when Mrs. 
WOR. visited her doctor acd a-ked about the sex of tne ferus, he showed ber the pathologist's 
report indicating "no fetal parts,” ie.a “missing fetus.” According to Mrs. V.K., Dr. Levine said 
the absence of a fetus was something he could aot explain.” 


Mrs. V.K. recalled at while she was in ihe bospital awaiting the procedure, “a small 
statured person’ entered her room, “spoke a few sympathetic words to her and patted her head.” 
Mrs. V.K. said she was “disquieted by the woman's appearance. She had bony arms and hands, 
with long fingers, her features were pointed and sharp.” and she was not wearing a traditiona! 
nurse's uniform. When Mr.V.K.entered her hospital room. the “entity” reportedly left the rocm 
and did not returo until be left. 


Suspecting that this strange looking woman was an ET who bad removed the dead fetus, 
Mrs. VK. decided in early LS9L to try to substaniiat: this hvpothesi, by obtaining medical 
records of the pathologist and pertnafclowist (Dr, Holland). Without tnforming Dr. Levine of 
her UFO tnterests and suspicions. she asked him also for a writen tepart. 


On June 21,1991, Draffel had an hour-long tape-recorded interview with Dr. Levine. 
He exnlamed that wheo Sirs. V.K. had vistted him tor the first ultrasonic scan when the fetus 
was five weeks old, the scan had failed to detect any cardiovascular activity. But uader certain 
conditions it might not be detectable and he had opied not to needlessly alarm her. When she 
returned a month later, and he still could not detect cardiovascular activity, he had sent her 
to Dr. Helland. 


When Mrs V_A_ visited Dr. Levine seeking on explanation for the incident, Dr. Levine said 
he had no explanation--meuning that medical science is uncertain how 4 pregnant woman's body

Dr Levine told Druffel that he was unaware of any “case suggestive of a true ‘missing fetus,’ 


a EO a oe on aA 


in_any medical journal.” 


Druffet ootes that some UFOlogists assume that docters would be reluctant to disclose 
such "missing fetus” incidents. But Dr. Levine’s response was that "a2 physician encountering 
such a mysterious occurrence would be anxious to talk about the case, because legally and 
medically he'd want to show tbat he did not do anything wrong." 


SUN compliments Druffel and Cifarelli_ for a fine job of investigative reporting, and 
MUFON UFO Journal editor Dennis Stacy for publishing an article that is likely to evoke 
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At last summer's MUFQN conference, Michael Swords challenged the idea that it is genetically 
possible for ETs and Earthlings to cross-breed. [See SUN #11, Sept. 1991, p. 4] 


The latest issue of Hopkins’ Intruder Foundation newsletter, called "IF," would have 
been an appropriate platform for Hopkins to respend to the Swords challenge, but it was not 
even mentioned. (it was only the third issue in three years of what was supposed to be a 
quarterly publication.)

Roswell Mevor William F. Brainerd proclaimed July 10.1991, as “UFO Day” io honor of 
Kesin 0. Randle and Don Sehmitt who visited the cits to promote their book “UFO Crash 
at Rosweil" and to cenduct a seminar. The Roswell Daily 
executive director cy the local Chamber of Commerce. as saving the seminar would "generate 


inferds: and prncceds into starting a project that would capture the entire world’s attention.” 


The Roswell Baily Record said Randle and Schmitt "pledge to continue research and 
bring more publicity to the Roswell area frem curious people around the world.” (At the 
raoment, Roswell’s largest employer, a bus manufacturer, has shut down for several months for 
lack of orders.)

VARIETY, the “Bible” uf the entertainment world, took a dim view of Henry Winkler’s TV 
special “The UFO Repert: Sightings,” which atred on the Fox Network on Oct. 18. Reviewer Van 
Gordon Saute commented: "If this plodding advecacy represents the best case for the existence of 
UFOs, we can safely return to the assumption that airline food constitutes the most significant and 
inexplicable airborne threat to the nation...The broadcast, with ali its murky phetos and film of 
alleged UFOs, desperately needs a single shred of corroborated, credible evidence--or,in the mark - 
ed absence of that, a mere sense of humor...

Referring to the segment of the show dealing with claims of UFO abductions, Variety 
commented: "If the space foik are that eager to learn about humans, why aren’t they poking and 
prodding the likes of Arriold Schwarzenegger or Madonna. In the absence of an answer to that, Fox 
should turn the quest for L'FOs over to ‘America’s Most Wanted, which has a far better record of 
locating elusive end dungerous characters in our midst.”

MUFON OFFICIAL SAYS HE KNOWS PEOPLE WHO ARE IN REGULAR TELEPATHIC 


CONTACT WITH ETS. . 


Ware. MUFON's Regional Directer for the Eastern U.S. (and who was the primary investigator 
into the Ed Walters UFO case), which claims be knows "60 people who have been aboard 
{UFOs]" and "several credible people in our area who report frequent telepathic contact with 
the supposed occupants.” [SUN saggests that Ware ask ome of these persons to ask their ET 
friends to help unfort the *stuck" high gain antenna on NASA’s Galileo spacecraft caroate to 
Japiter.] Ware's letter expressed concern that The Sentinel, recently purchased by the Gannett 
newspaper chain, is neglecting its coverage of local UFO activities. 


Ware savs he is “convioced {that] Ed and Frances und others were aliowed such good 
photographic opportunities four vears ago because the {ET] occupants wanted people te see the 
pictures.” Although the "Red-light UFO" (RUFO) bas shown up roughly 100 times this year, 
to be phoetograpbed ty dozens of persons--some using telephoto lenses--not one of the many 


seen and phetographed--huat not in the detail that Walters’ photos show. Curicas fot, these ETs. 


ETs NEVER SEEM TO EAT GR DRINK, ACCORDING TO "ABDUCTEES’: 

Not ome of more than 400 "“UFO-ahductess’ interviewed by Budd Hopkins and his 
priocipal disciple, David Jacobs, has reported seeing an ET eat or drink. according to a jointly 
authored article in the long-awaited third Issue of the Hopkins newsletter, called IF. This 
“uniformity,” according te Hopkins and Jacobs, “argues powerfully for their objective truth.” 


This suggests that ETs can go for weeks or months without food or drink--perhaps with 
a built-in purifying system that rejuvenates and recirculates their food and water. However, 
some of their “victims” who reportedly are held captive for hours, must surely need to use on- 
board toilet facilities. Yet pot one of the more than 400 "abductees" has reported using such 
ET toilet facilities,.so,far as bas been reported by "UL FO-Abductionists.” 


One possible explanation is that ETs only abduct persons who have strong bladders. 
discusses toilet facilities aboard flying saucers, those who dream up abduction tales are 
reluctant to “invent” and describe such facilities, which would force them to speculate about 


the unseen pertions of ET anatomy. 
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HHY HOPKINS [IS CONVINCED THAT ED WALTERS [5S A *UFO:.ABDUCTEE": 


Some of Budd Nopkins’ subjects describe strange-looking symbols they claim to have seen 
while aboard a fiying saucer, which Hopkins intentionaily has kept under wraps and uses to ‘verify" 
the authenticity of other such reports. When Ea Walters, farnous Gulf Breeze UFO photographer, 
underwent Aypnosts, he recousted a UFO-abduction scenario. Ed drew symbols which he claimed to 
have seen ona table in the flying saucer--symbols which were "identical in nature to symbols which 


Hopkins has obtained from other abductees," according to one of Hopkins’ associates. 


Vet when Walters apneared on the Oprah Winfrey TV show on Sept. 7, 1990, he said: "I have 
Reve, quote, read my lips, |e never said that lve heen abducted." This was only a few months after 


Publication of his book which, ca page 261, says: "When I was 41 years cld, | photographed a UFO 
anf was ebducted * (Sco SUN #5, Sept, 1099.; 


Altheoush Walters’ book claims he was ciducicd twice and was rapped by « paralyzing bears 
from the UFO on two occasions, Ed believes thei aonr of his own experiences ts as significant as 
what occurred inGulf Breeze during the spring 3! 1¢90. In talk given at os Ult conference in Miami 
on May $2, 1990, Walters suid: "This [new] event ce.coses the earlier events--UFOshegan ta show 
up.. at approximately 9 ta 16 o’clock...People ail about the town are an record a: raving seen some 
strange, red glowing object..." Since the debut cf the RUFO (Red-lightUPoO}, it has visited the Gulf 
Breeze area on more ihan 100 occasions. (See SUN #!2, Nov. 1991.3 


Although bundreds of persons have since reported seeing a RUFO, not a single person 
has reported being zapped or abducted by a RUFO, so far as is known. One possible 
explanation for this is that the ETs who fly the RUFOs are a much more benign breed than 


poppycock and that the RUFOs now being seen near Gulf Breeze are halloon-borne road flares 
being launched by somecne trying to make Gulf Breeze into the nation’s "UEO Capital.” 


ED WALTERS’ ACTIONS SPEAK LOUDER THAN HIS WORDS: 


Ed Walters claims that it was his concern for the safety and well-being of “our friends 
and neighbors’ that prompted him to release his first UFO photos for publication in The (Gulf 
Breeze) Sentinel. In the Walters book, p. 31, Ed writes: "At first we theught we'd kecp It to 
ourselves, sot tell amyome. Bat what if this UFO continued to fly around oar community? 
Dida’t we have an obligation to our friends and neighbors? What if that had been our daughter, 
or some other child catside. Would they have been taken fi.e. abdactcd]? We fimally decided 


we coalda’t jast keep quiet abost it." 


if Walters’ claim were true, surely the first people ke shoald have alerted that he had 
keen zapped by a UFO in his froat yard would be his acighbors. Fd’s closest eeighbors were 
Mr. & Mrs. Charles BH.
